Vancouver, Dee. 9—“T do not look for 
any general uprising in India. The idea 
is absard. . British rule is firmly estab- 
lished. A yeoent report giving the de. 
tails of the points where outbreaks were 
to occur simultaneously simply serves to 
show the dense ignorance of the author,” 
anid Mr. B. 8. Bellasis of Multan, Pun- 
iab, who is a guest at the St. Franeis 
hotel. Mr. Bellasis pocompanied by 
his wife. They are on their way back 
to India after a holiday in England. Mr. 
Bellasis occupies an important position 
in the Indian civil service. A long stay 
there has acquainted him- with the 
conditions prevailing throughout the var 
ious districts. 

“All this talk about the native army, 
numbering over 300,000, being disloyal is 
nonsense. The auitation is confined to 
certain educated Hindus whose influence 
has not affected the vast population. 
Caste distinctions have not been gnd will 
never be obliterated, despite the asser- 
tions of an educated Hindu who is now 
resident in British Columbia, 

“Lord Kitchener, it may be taken 
for granted, has the situation well in 
hand. Besides the native army he can 
depend on the British soldiers,all whites, 
numbering over 70,000. The native rul- 
ers would never renounce their allegi- 
ance to the crown, as they realize that 
it would cost them their positions. 
Whenever one element of the population 
takes a stand on any question it may be 
taken fer granted that opposition will 
develop in other native quarters. This 
has frequently happened as regards the 
Mohammedans and other religious sects. 
There is no cohesion or unanimity of 
action in India. Tha talk of the recent 
seditious movement being national in 
scope is antrue, T am returning with 
the belief that I will not be massacred,” 
he concluded,

BRYAN EXCEEDS THE LIMIT. 
Defeated Presidential Candidate Shoots 
Ducks in Texas. 


Galveston, Tex. Dec, 10—-Wm. J. Bryan 
was given a taste of the Teras game 
laws when he was charged with having 
exceeded tho limit in the destruction of 
~wallard and canvassback ducks at lake 
Surprise. The laws permit no one hun- 
ter to kill more than 25 ducks in any 
one day, and these he can neither sell 
ner shiv. Take Surprise, the game pre- 
serve of Banker Moody, is located in 
Chambers County, and is’ only accessible 
bv water. The game warden of Cham- 
bers County had been tipped that the 
Bryan party of fouy hunters were slaugh- 
tering ducks without regard to number. 

Gaining access to the preserve he 
counted the dead ducks and found 145, 
an average of thirty-eight, or thirteen 
above the limit. The three other mem 
bers had been complimenting Bryan or 
his markmanship and had credited him 
with half of the sport until the officer 
appeared on the scene when Col. Moody 
and his two assodjates declared that 
‘Bryan had killed \less than twenty. 
Charges were preferred against the quar- 
tette. It is understood three of them will 
plead guilty to protect Bryan from the 
penalty of the law.

OPPONENT STARTED IT 


The Introduction of Personalities Into 
the Municipal Campaign Must be 
Laid to Door of Ald. Bellamy Says 
Ald, Lee—Two Affidavits Produced 
. Meeting in Syndicate Avenue 

ichool. 


The sensation of last night's mun- 
icipal meeting held at the North Syn- 
dicate avenue schoo! building in the 
interests of the mayoralty campaign 
of Ald. Lee was his production of 
proof of the previous charges! that he 
had made against his opponent, Ald. 
Bellamy. Mr. Lee in his speech de- 
plored the fact that personalities had 
been introduce] into the campaign, 
but stated thar it was necessary to 
fight his opponent, who, he alleged, 
had first indulged in personalities,with 
his own weapons. 

“In tonight’s Bulletin,” said Ald. 
Lee, “Mr. Bellamy is reported as say 
ing with reierenee to the steam roller 
bovelt from the Watcrous Engine Co., 
while he was acting mayor in 1906, 
that all he did was to introduce the 
advance agent to the commissioners, 
and that they alone made the deal. 
He says that I charged him with get- 
ting » rake-off but T never made such 
a charge. With reference to the steam 
roller I have eworn declarations to 
show that it was purchased through 
the Bellamy Co., which my opponent 
denies.” 

Mr. Lee then made a declaration 
from .Thos,.J.. Cornwall, manager of 
the Edmonton iron works, in whieh 
he stated that é¢arly in 1906 he had 
been informed !that it was the inten- 
tion of the city to purchase a steam 
roller, that in order to tender on the 
purchase he had written the Water- 
ous Engine Co., and that they had 
advised him by letter that a roller 
had been purchased by the city 
throvgh the Bellamy Co, This affi- 
davit .was corroboreted «by another 
from J. P. Shore, also of the Edmon- 
t6n iron works, Who stated therein 
that he had seen the letter referred 
to ond .hat it had set out that the 
roller was purchased through the Bel- 
lamy Co, The affidavits were taken 
betore J. A. Lessard. 

Only Incident of Note. 

This was the only incident of ex- 
ceptional interest at the meeting last 
night. The other speakers dealt large- 
ly with the questions that have been 
pretty thoroughly discussed and out- 
lined their views on the matters of 
paramount interest in city matters 
at the present time. 

The chair was ceeupied by W. H. 
Cloge, who, in opening the meeting, 
asked all the aldermanic eandidates 
to take seats at the front of the hall. 
also extended an invitation to 
that inysterious character, the ident- 
ity of whom no one could | discover, 
the edicor of Town Topics.

Ald. Lee's Adddress. 

Al. Lee, upon rising, was received 
with applause. He expressed his 
pleasure at seeing such’ a large at- 
tendance, despite the many meetings 
and the growing tiresomeness of the 
campaign. He first referred to the 
improvemen, of the finances of the 
city. Owing to the stringeney in the 
money market last year many of the 
contracts had to be carried over, This 
work was transacted this year in ad- 
dition to other work, not contemplat- 
ed last season. arly in this year 
the debentures sold at 96c; recently 
the street railway debentures sold at 
par. This showed the city was in 
an eycellent condicion financially, No 
city between Winnipeg end the coast 
had sold debentures at such a good 
price. Municipal ownership of pub- 
lie utilities he thought had much to 
do with the good position Edmonten 
held on ‘the money markets of the 
werld. The efficient administration 
of the public utilities had also result- 
ed in chezp rates for the citizens. 

Merket Building Necessary. 

A market building in this city, he 
suid, was a necessity for next. sea- 
son end would help both the city and 
the surrounding country districts. 
Parks, he thought, must be secured 
shortly. The ground on which the 
car Yarns stood would be a suitable 
location ior a park. There was also 
the broken bank slong the Saskatche- 
wan, where the city this year had 
secured all the land but one lot. It 
would also be necessary to get a 
small park further west and to this 
end a piece of land must be secured. 

Imnrovement of Streets. 


The question of street improvement,

Mr. Galbraith Soeaks. 

John Galbraith was the first alder- 
manic candidate to speak. He ¢on-

Although last night’s meeting was 
not largely attended, its searcity of 
numbers was more than made up by 
the enthusiastic support given the 
two wage earners candidates. F 
Hughes, vice-president of the Trades 
and Labor Council, acted as chair- 
man, Brief addresses were delivered 
by two aldermanic candidates, John 
Francia aod F. BR. Ball, by Wm. 
Robbins Eastwood, the wage earners’ 
candidate for school trustee, and by 
Harry Nash and J. R. Isrenton. 

Both Mr. Francis and Mr. Ball out- 
lined briefly some of the main ques- 
tions at issue in the present munici- 
pal contest and the grounds on which 
they asked for the support of the 
ratepayers in the coming municipal 
élection. They emphasized particu- 
larly the need of the extension of the 
franchise to tenants, the adoption of 
the eight-hour day and fair wage 
clause in all city contracts, a pure 
water supply, the establishment of 
porks in the city, an up-to-date mar- 
ket building and other points. Both 
are warm supporters of the municipal 
ownership idea. Mr. Francis stated 
that he was opposed to the city get- 
ting work done by contract. He _ be- 
lieved that by the time they paid for 
repairs for faulty work and for proper 
inspection, they might as well do the 
work themselves and get more satis- 
faction. Mr. Ball also advocated thi 
establishment of a public library, 
public baths, a central bureau of em- 
ployment by the city and other mat- 
ters. 

Wm. Rebbins Eastwood, who has 
been nominated by the wage earners 
as a candidate for school trustee, de- 
plored the lack of interest shown ‘n 
the cost and management of our city 
schools by the public at large. The 
cost of educating the youth of the 
ity had greatly inereased the past 
tan years, and hethought thorough 
investigation should be made to see 
where this money goes. He came out 
strongly in support of the wage earn- 
ers’ candidates for aldermen and 
gave several reasons why these men 
should be supported in the coming 
election, 

Mr. Hughes, the chairman, spoke 
strongly in favor of a fair wage clause 
in all city contracts that could be 
enforced. He was followed by Harry 
Nash, who took a dig at Ald. Dr. Me- 
Innis for his avowed opposition to a 
fair wage clause, the eight-hour day, 
and the tenants’ franchise, three of 
the main planks in the wage earners’ 
platform. He believed Ald. MeInnis 
was not working for the interests of 
the laboring man and that it was up 
to the latter, if he wished feir repre- 
sentation in the city council, to elect 
such men as Messrs. Francis and 
Ball, who were themselves working 
men and would look after the inter- 
ésts of the wage earners better. 

Professor J. R. Brenton closed the 
meeting with a brief reference to hi» 
own business in the city to show 
that he had always been a friend of 
the working man.

A LAND GRANT, NOT A LAND 
GRAB. 

During the late campaign the On 
tawa Citizen led the way in a system- 
atic and persistent attempt to depre- 
diate the value of the South Afmean 
veteran land serip in the minds cf 
both the veterans themselves and of 
the public. Whether it did so in thr 
hope only of antagonizing the veter- 
ana againat the Government, or also 
With the object of hammering down 
the speculative value of the scrip for 
the benefit of itself, its iriends, own 
em or accomplices, it saith not. But 
whatever the purpose, there remains 
no manner or possibility of doubt cr 
arguinent that 60 far as the campaign 
had influence this was the end and 
éfeot of that influence. And the per 
s'stence and virulence with which the 
campaign was conducted ia pretty 
vbrong circumstancial evidence that 
there was something more and some- 
Yhing different, behind it than «eym- 
pathy for the veteran. If any veteran 
has not parted with his rights to 32 
acres of land for $100 the fault that 
he has not done so dors not lie with 
the Citizen, fer that paper told him 
on October &th that the value of the 
rerip “simmera down in value to 
something a little over $100."" What- 
ever the veterans may owe or may 
net owe to the Government, to Par- 
liament or to the country, they cer: 
tainly owe to the Citizen a heavy 
instalment of ingratitude for gratuit. 
ous and continuous editorial 
tisement that their grant was of proc 
tically too little value to bother 
ubout 

The subject, though more prominen 
during the campaign is by no means 
@ past subject yet, and as it concerns 
the western country to an enormous 
xtent further allusion to it may not 
De useless or out of place. The base 
on which this depreciating campaign 
Wes waged is o clause in the act con- 
Wrring the grant, which reade:— 

Every such grant shall be subject to 
the cunditions Uiat the grantee, or his 
vUbstitute, shall select and enter tor 
the said two quarter sections in the 
Dominion land offices, for the land 
district in which they are situated, 
OM or before December 3st, 1910; that 
he #hall perfect his entry by com- 
Menecing actually to reside upon, and 
cultivate the land within six months 
alter the said day; and that he shall 
thereafter reside upon and cultivate 
We land for the period, and in ac- 
eonlance with the terms and condi- 
ions prescribed by the homestead 
Provisions af the Dominion Lands 
aot. 

Ot this clause two interpretations 
Bre manifestly possible: 

}—That the veteran or his susti- 
tute must settle on the land within 
six montha of making entry for it 
or 

2--That the veteran or his substi- 
tute may make entry for ghe land any 
time before December 3st, 1901, but 
is not bound to take up residence cr 
the land until six months aiier De 
cember 3ist, 1910—or June 30th, ipii 

Reoognizing the uncertainty of th: 
meaning of this clause the Depirt- 
ment of the Interior declined to as- 
Sume responsibility for a possible in- 
traction of Parliament's meaning and 
ruled that until amended by Parlia- 
ment fo express otherwise the clayse 
would be construed ps bearing the 
former of the two possible meanings 
Accordingly veterans applying — for 
their serip are required to sign ar, 
ugreement to ‘this interpretation cf 
their dutie, and to begin residence 
within six months of making entry. 

The Ottawa Citizen, however, decid. 
ed in favor of the second possible 
Meaning; decided that this was the 
only possible meaning, and proceed: 
ed to attack the Department us set- 
ting aside an act of Parliament, Ac: 
cording to it Parliament mean: that 
the lund might be entered for any 
time before December 30th, 1910, but 
that residence duties, o: any duties, 
did not have to begin until six month; 
aiter that date—in other words that 
thy Jand might be locked up d¢rom 
settlement and held beck from. the 
beginning of cultivation for  thres 
years. And because the department 
declined te accept this interpretation 
it began preaching the worthlessnes. 
@ the veteran's graut, and thereby 
depreciating to what extent it could 
the value ot that grant in the eyes cf 
both the man who had it to sell and 
the man with the money to buy it. 
Nor dit it temper this noble service in 
the veteran's behalf by at the same 
time advising him to hold onto his 
Brant until it was seen what Parlia- 
ment would do with the clause nex, 
session. I. was willing apparently 
that the veteran should sell his gran; 
now, but it wanted both the veteran 
and the possible purchaser to believy 
that the grant was of no particula: 
value to anybody.

Our 
electric light and power plant will have 
to be enlarged at once, and IT am in fe- 
vor of enlarging it, so as to furnish suf- 
ficient light and power to last four or 
five years at least, Our city is expanding 
very rapidly and weywre going to need it 
badly, this thing of always working our 
machinery up to and over the limit is

I am in favor of a fair wage 
clause being inserted in all city con- 
tracts. I am strongly in faver of an- 
other bridge between here and Strath- 
cona as the present bridge is almost im- 
passable at times and next year will not 
accommodate the traffic. 

In conclusion | want to say that it has 
been demonstrated this year that it is 
necessary to have good shrewd business 
men tc conduct the affairs of our city, 
men who have made a success in their 
own business for if they cannot make a 
Success of their own affairs how are we 
‘to expect them to handle the affairs of 
the city any better. Always pick men you 
would not be afraid to trust your own 
business with. Men you have full eonfid- 
ence in, if you always do so you need 
have no tear for the future of our City 
of Ediwonton.

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CANADIAN TEACHERS’ 
TRIP TO OLD COUNTRY 


Work Done By the Mose Educa- 
tional Commission — Canadians 
Were Feted and Dined By Prom- 
inent Educationatists of the Old 
Land—Educational Work Across 
the Ailanti-. 


It seems only proper that before 
going into the nature and work of 
this commission something should be 
said of the originator. Mr. Mosely 
is # successful business man now 
living in a London suburb and hav- 
ing an office in High Holborn, Of 
late years he has taken a great inter- 
est in the educational affairs of Great 
Britain and her colonies. 

Some twenty years ago Mr. Mosely 
was engaged in working mines at 
Kimberley, but all operations were 
anremunerative till the arrival of the 
American engineers. Gardner Will- 
iams and Louis Seymour, experienced 
men from California. These men put 
the mining on a sound basis, and 
though folliwed by English and other 
American engineers, were the cause 
of the primary success obtained in 
the mining centers of South Africa, 
These good results so excited Mr. 
Mosely’s eurvosity as to what kind of 
country procuced such level-headed 
men, that in time be spent some 
months in Ainerica studying its peo- 
ple and their schools of training. His 
interest grew ond in 1902 he sent out 
from England a commission to thor- 
oughly investigate the industrial con- 
ditions in the United States. In 1903 
Mr. Mosely organized an edueation- 
al commission to visit the schools of 
America to investigata the following 
birt’ 9 

. The development of individuality 
in ‘primary schools. 

The social and intelleetual effects 
of rhe wide distribution of secondary 
education, 

3. The effect of specific instruction 
xiven in business methods and in ap- 
plied science. 

4. The present state of opinion as 
to the value of professional and tech- 
nical instruction of university rank 
designed with special reference to the 
tasks of business life. 

The members of this commission 
included not only teachers of »le- 
mentary and secondary schools, bat 
also men of high standing in the 
educational work in Great Britain. 

Visit of Canadians Arranged. 


In 1908 Mr. Mosely arranged that 9 
thousand teachers from Canada and 
the United States should visit the 
échools of the British Isles, and the 
work of this commission commenced 
in September, to be carried on till 
March, 1909. 

Mr. Mosely is well acquainted with 
the geography of our continent, and 
on his oftice wall hung a good map 
of Canada. He seems to be well in 
touch with the rapid progress being 
made in Edmonton and its district. 
This gentleman was ready to give ev- 
ery assistance to the visitors and pro- 
vided them with booklets containing 
a choice of tours explicitly mapped 
out, and also much helpful advice as 
to lodgings, travelling and sight see- 
ing. Inevery plee visited a commit- 
tee met the visiting teachers and not 
only showed them every courtesy 
and assistance, but left nothing un- 
done that could add to the pleasure 
of the visit. 

The hospitality shown the trans- 
atlantic teachers was bountiful in the 
extreme. Receptions were given by 
chief inspectors, professors, teachers’ 
associations, American and Canadian 
ambassadois, Mrs. Austen Chamber: 
lain, Lady Bateman, Lady Magnus 
and many others. Many were infor- 
mally entertained in private homes 
while in some towns the teachers 
were billeted. In many places drives 
to historic points conducted by com 
petent guides were provided, and 
tickets were given admitting to the 
Franco-British Exhibition, to all 
school concerts and swimming eon- 
fests, and to all places where special 
permission was necessary. Every im- 
aginable help in book and pamphlet 
fourm was supplied and no one spared 
time nor expense’ in showing every 
assistance to the members of the 
coumission, 

With such help and the pleasures 
interspersed the work was delightful. 
Not only did the visitors have oppor- 
tunity to learn much from actual ob- 
servation of the books and methods 
employed, but also from the erit!- 
cisms of fellow teachers from widely 
separated parts of America. In one 
grvop might be heard representatives 
from Seattle, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Indianapolis, Montreal, Toron- 
to and Alberta. The principal places 
visited were Liverpool, Manchester, 
Jarry, Bristol, London. York, Bir- 
mingham, Leeds, Oxford, Cambridge, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Dublin and 
Belfast. Some of the more fortun- 
ate proceeded to» Holland, France cr 
Germany. Every kind of school and 
college was opened to inspection and 
special subjects would be taught upon 
request, 

English Educational System 

As one progressed through Englani 
and Wales it grew more and more 
evident that the educational system 
was in a degree in a_ transitional 
stage, Schools were passing from the 
control of denominations to the con- 
trol of the county councils. In many 
places’ splendid new buildings, liber- 
ally equipped particularly as to appa- 
ratus necessary to the teaching of all 


branehes of science, including  do- 
mestic, and provided with perfect 
ventilation, were to be seen not far 


distant from old structures of whien 
plan and all presented serious draw- 
acks to the work being done in 
them, Just here it might be men- 
tioned that in Barry the school board 
has employed permanently at a good 
wage an architect whose business it 
is to make a special study of school 
buildings and to make plans for the 
new schools erected as well as to 
keep the old ones in best repair. The 
buildings there certainly retiect great 
evedit upon the architect and his em- 


in the higher grade schools, 

The music seemed to be a special 
feature. It was not uncommon to 
hear children of the ages from eleven 
to fourteen sing, a four part chorus 


with excellent tone and expression,

ry grades up. But what drew forth 
most praise was the way the English 
literature is tuught. The remark was 
often heard especially from Ameri- 
cans, “They never do anything in 
literature but what is well worth do- 
ing.” Some small children could get 
up and give scenes from Dickens’ ot 
Scott's novels, pupils of eleven to 
fourteen read Shakespeare, the best 
novelists, and recite from the famous 
poets, The girls attending high 
schools mostly under sixteen years 
presented plays most ereditably. It 
Was our good fortune to see Antigone 
excellently performed by the Dulwich 
pupils. Truly the children of Eng- 
land and Scotland enjoy their splen- 
did inheritanee of good books. Latin 
and French are begun at an early 
uge. Manual training and domestic 
science are features of elementary and
